CONTINENTAL HALL, WASHINGTON, 


Feb. 6.—The Washington conference passed irtlto 
history today at 11:15 a. m., with the echoes of its 
praise "as the greatest ste-p in history toward 
world peace," ringing in the ears of the chief fig- 
ures in the three months' drama. 


The end of the- long and arduous grind was 


simple and lacking in the dramatic tenseness 
that might be expected to accompany such a 
momentous event in the world's history. Jt was 
very muck like a group of tired, and happy 
workmen laying down their tools after the 
whistle had blown to signalize the end of the 
day's work. - 


The final session of the conference, itself, 


was short and extremely business-like. Signing 
the five treaties was begun immediately after the 
conference opened at 10:10 a. m. and it was com- 
pleted in half an hour. Then President Harding 
took the center of the stage and briefly bespoke 
his praise and gratitude at the achievements of 
the meeting.

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THE GUBERNATORIAL SITUATION 


The Republicans of Ohio are in a strange position 


for the approaching gubernatorial campaign. 


Governor Davis, when installed iu office, we be- 


lieve, had the good will of a vast majority of the citi- 
zens of Ohio, and many Republicans who had not sup- 
ported him with enthusiasm, greatly desired* that he 
would conduct an administration which would be of 
credit to the state, of value to all the citizens, and an 
honor to the Governor himself. 


At the beginning of his administration, however, it 


appeared from the personnel of the appointments which 
were made to most of the important administrative of- 
fices of the state, that he was listening to men in Colum- 
bus, and in Cincinnati who as a rule have been more in- 
terested in building up political machines, based on pat- 
ronage, than they have been in serving the citizens of the 
state. 


This tended to raise suspicion in the minds of many 


in Ohio as to the good faith of the Governor, and this 
suspicion was by no means allayed by the Governor's 
effort to press through various forms of'legislation which 
would create vacancies, which the Governor could im- 
mediately till. 


The reorganization bill was an extreme type of this 


form of legislation. The question of whether it 
has 


proven a financial benefit or injury to the state is a mat 
ter in serious dispute at this time." 


It is probable that it will be impossible to determine 


the merit of this particular controversy for >ome time to 
come, for the reason that figures can be so juggled by the ' 
friends and opponents as to make it difficult to arrive at! 
a perfectly accurate and fair conclusion. 


We believe, however, owing to the method of adop- ' 


tion and the personnel of many appointees of the Gover- 
nor, that the Governor's office is on the defensive, and 
the party organization is in the position where it must 
accept conditions as the*- are, and clef end the administra- 
tion, as the wisest and best possible, or must attempt to 
clean house itself and not attempt to defend the various 
acts of ihe administration. 


As the weeks go by it will be possible to more clear- 


ly determine the facts in the matter, but certain it is 
that on the record, the man who should be the candidate 
for. Governor of the state on the Republican ticket is ' 
Harry L. Davis. 


If his administration is what it should be, he natur- 


ally will be the strongest candidate to continue it. If it 
is not what it should be in all fairness any onus which at- 
taches to it should be borne by him who is responsible 
for it. 


The only maji who has a right to contest with Mr. ' 


Davis the nomination on the Republican ticket is'the 
man who does not believe the Governor has represent- 
ed the Republican ideas and ideals, and who believes 
that it is politically wise, from his own, and his mrtv 
standpoint, to say so. 


Congressman C. L. Knight recognizes this fact un- 


doubtedly when he declares he will not be a candidate 
if the Governor runs. He recognizes that the campaign 
must be made one way or the other on the Governor's 
record. 


Senator Arthur Day probably recognizes it aKo 


but proposes to take the other side, as he declares he will 
be a candidate in any case. 


The general public however, intereMed primarilv 


in the state's good, will study the facts and the figures 
and determine from them.
